CsSrirj a speech at Huntsville lately the 
Hon. J. Clemens said : 

In 1861, shortly after the Confederate Gov- 
ernment was put in operation, I was In the 
city of Montgomery. One day I stepped into 
U*®,u fflce of tbe Secretary of War, General 
Walker, and found there, engaged in a very 
excited discussion, Mr. Jefferson Davis. Mr 
Memminger, Mr. Benjamin, Mr. Gilchrlat, a 
member of our Legislature from Lowndes 
county, and a number of other prominent 
gentlemen. They were discussing the pro- 
priety of immediately opening lire on Fort 
Sumter, to which Gen. Walker, the Secretary 
of War, appeared to be opposed. Mr. Gil- 
christ said I to him : "Sir, unless you sprinkle 
blocd in the face of the p°ople of Alabama, 
they will be baek In the old Union in less 
than ten days!" The next day, Gen. Beau- 
wgsrd opened his batterbs on Sumter, and 
Alabama was saved to the Confederacy 

We have frequently said that the rebellion 
bad to be fed on blood to keep it alive. Or- 
dinances ol secession were precipitated in 
spite of the popular repugnance. No lime 
was allowed, after the Presidential election, 
for deliberation. It would not dj for the 
conspirators to give time to rtfl:ct. Acts of 
hostility to the United States were of daily 
occurrence, and a tone of d' fiance arsumed to 
provoke collisions; but none tock place; for 
ihe Government cf the United States carried 
forbearance further than is the custom of 
Governments. In the meanwhile the Union 
party 8outh was gaining ground. Secession 
would not bear examination. As long as the 
question was between the advantages of 
Uuion and separation, the advocates of the 
former had the advantage. As long as co- 
ercion was not resorted to, sectional pride and 
rwentmect and ambition would not be ronsf d.

In this Southern conference of conspira- 
tors it was said Alabama would be back In 
the Union in ten days If blood were not

' This would charge the issue to 
disadvantage of the Uaion party, 
be do longer is the Union better 
aration, but will y»u be whipped it* That 
is a very different question. Men will do of 
choice what they would not be compelled to 
do. Sensible men saw Jmt what these 
conspirators wanted to carry their point. 
There was a time when promp'. measures of 
repression would have nipped secession in the 
bud; but the time was passed. Secession 
was born and begnu to assert its strength ; 
but it had not wherewithal to work on. The 
faces ol the people must be sprinkled with 
b'.ood. The determination to feed the con- 
spiracy on blood was a suggestion of cool 
atrocity, and an admission that it was cot a 
revolution In fact, but a conspiracy to start 
wi«h. 

Whilst the whole movement was criminal 
and the means to !teep it alive Atrocious, those 
who came In possession of the Government 
could not or would not appreciate the con- 
dition of the country. Their first step, after 
thf matter had grown to inch magnitude, 
should have beeu to prevent Just what the 
conspirator* sought to bring t»bout. The 
promp: removal ol troop6 from any point 
where there could be an ekcass for collition 
was the wise policy. 

All that was needed was frieudly assurances 
to the people of these misled States, and an 
avoidano? of what the conspirators so ardent- 
ly desired and what they so much needed; 
and secession would have broken down with- 
out firing -• eun. 

The past cau't be recalled; and If It could 
would the party In power mike any better 
u«e of lt v Some of them said at the time, 
' Let the South go;" "let no gun be fired to 
prevent it." Others said the Union would not 
bs worth a rush without a little blood-letting. 
They, too, wanted blood, not ioreseelng, as 
the conspirators did, thata little blood-letting 
would consolidate and render formidable the 
rebellion agsinst the Government. 
■ Men on both sides consulted only their own 
ambition, pride and resentment. The leaders 
on each side assured the people that it would 
be a short contest. One side fooliBhly flat- 
tered themselves that the North would not 
fight, and tbe other that the South would soon 
be subdued. So they blundered on. Each 
Bide showed a remarkable incompetence for 
the task it undertook, and neither has 
shown itself much wlserln war than in states 
mauebip. Have not the people on both sides 
been grossly deceived and misled by those 
they trusted? What right have they to tbe 
confluence and trust of the people now? 

these awful blunders 
They blundered into the war 
and are blundering on-"peggin C away." 
Now Stevens tells the country, for their con- 
solation, that this war may last many years; 
that tbe annual interest on tbe public debt 
msy reach the enormous figure of $200,000,- 
000. And what security have we that it will 
stop there? Is it not high time this Govern- 
ment was committed to other hands? 

The party in power are the avowed enemies 
of the Union as it was. They don't expect 
or intend to restore it; and what can they 
promise—"a new nation?" What sort o! a 
one? Who can foresee that It will be a nation 
worth fighting for? The jewels thrown into 
the fire came oat a calf set up to be woi shipped. 
What will come oat of the fire of this revo- 
lution? Something, perhaps, worse than a 
calf, under the manipulations of these patent 
blunderers. They could not maintain the 
glorious Government bequeathed by their 
fathers and consecrated by the happiness ol 
generations. What sort of thing will they 
What are they advocating now but 
a military empire; the subordination of the 
civil to the military power; beUigerent rights 
instead o< a written constitution:- What are 
we to expect of men who propagate and up- 
hold such doctrines? 

This is the year to make a change and shaU 
it not be made? We can't say, In the present 
circumstances, what others can do; but thty 
can't do worse than the party in "power. With 
the party In power It is all now not the Union 
as It was made, but the negro, negro, negro, 
negro. Well, the negro is a great inatliution, 
it seems, bat we don't see that the white man 
must be slaughtered and taxed to death for 
the negro. To be sure the white man Is not 
of much account. He Is a failure, pretty 
much; but he is still entitle 1 to some con- 
s' deration, and ne are still for the white man's 
Government,_badly ae he has behaved.

Two Boys Killed.— A melancholy accident 
occurred on the Terre Haute railroad, about 
seven or eight miles from Indianapolis, Mon- 
day morning. Two deaf and dumb boys, 
John Fisher and H. M. Wilson, one about 13 
years ot age nnd the other about 15, were run 
over and killed by the express train going west. 
The engineer discovered them on the track 
when some distance away, and rang the bell, 
but as no attention was paid to it he blew the 
whistle. Still they did not get off the track, 
and he reversed tbe engine, but by this time 
it was loo late to stop the train In time to 
save them. They were struck by the locomo- 
tive pilots and thrown off. One was instantly 
killed, and the other lived about half an hour.

ftir, let not th*se remarks and records ot 
faithful history be construed Into sn attack 
upon tbe ministers of oar divine religion. I 
bave endeavored rsther to portray the evil 
results which flow from a desecration of that 
high rAlllne. To my mind there i6 no voca 
tlon on this side of the mysterious river 
which divides time from eternity, so lofty 
no csreer of life so serenely beautiful and 
bordering so closely upon Heaven, as the 
benevolent pursu'ts of blm who tenders the 
cup of Ealva'lon to tho lips of a fallen world. 
A balo hovers around his bead which tells 
that be walks in the footstep* of his blessed 
Master. In the presence of such a man I 
would stand uncovered and do him reverent 
homage. And there are rrany such whoee 
pure and noiseless lives pas* almost unheeded 
by tbe bu'y, striving world, but arornd 
whom the comforting argels of the Lord en- 
camp by night and by dsv. In their keeping 
are all the future hopes of the church— th« 
Christian welfare of mankind. The youth of 
the land should sit at their feet and learn 
wisdom and both yonng «nd old should rise up 
and call them blessed. But in this brirht cat- 
egcry of human excellence— this high galaxy 
of stars shining wi:h an unearthly splendor- 
there is no place for such a* take charge of 
churches bv order of tbe War Department, and 
preach the Gospel as commanded by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. The vineyards where 
they labor will never bear the fruits of peace— 
never smile with domestic tranquility. Be- 
fore them I do not plead my cause. From 
them I expect to hear no voice save the con- 
tinued and protracted cry of havoc. 

But, sit, I will be told by the advocates of 
force and violence as a remedy, and the sole 
remedy, Jot our troubles, that although the 
South might send commissioners to treat for 
peace, yet tbey would accede to no terms 
save recognition and separation. In support 
of this ylew, certain propnitions r<>cently of- 
fered In the Congress at Richmor/d are cited. 
To my mind they indicate a far different con- 
clusion. It is true they do not signify to m-, 
that tbe power of the Southern people is ex' 
hansted ; that the rebellion is crushed ; thRt 
a panic ol fear prevails in the Southern mind ; 
that a government, whether de facto or de 
jure, which can maintain an army of half a 
million of wel'-armed men in tbe field I* cort- 
qneree\ I do not ree the evidence of all thi< 
as some have professed to do every sixty 
days since the war began ; but I do see in 
these propositions an earnest desire upon the 
part of the South to conform to the' usages 
of the civil'z 'd world, and to bring this un- 
hapoy aid d sasfous cor.fl'ct to a clos? by the 
power of reason. It it true that certain ob- 
jects are declared for which they desire to 
negotiate ; but does that fact include final 
resu ts which may irrow ont of negotiation 
when once commerc >d ? Wcat nation at war 
with another ever opened communication for 
a treaty of pence by proclaiming in advance 
the precise term? on which it was to be con- 
cluded? Such a course peremptorily excludes 
the very idea of negotiation. Commissioners 
would have no discretion, and reason and ar- 
gument would have no room to act. Such Is 
not, in my judgment, the meaning of this 
movement in the Confederate Congress. Sir 
what is this contest? What interests does 
it involve? They are very distinct and 
simple when divorced from fanaticism. On 
the part of those who have kept their alle- 
giance, it is a struggle to maintain the bound- 
aries of the Republic and thus defeat the 
ruinous doctrine that a State has a right to 
secede. On the nart of those In rebellion it 
U an effort, in their estimation, to preserve 
the integrity of their local laws, their social 
institutions, the right to control their do- 
mestic affairs free from Federal interference. 
With some, this attempt is made under a 
claim of the right of secession; others pro- 
claim a revolution, which is the right of all 
people if grievances snfllcient exist as a jus- 
tification. But the people of the South are 
united in the objects at which they aim, and 
if they could be attained in the Union, and 
without war, would th^y not gladly embrace 
and accept them rather than continue in a 
state of endless hostility, which is destroying 
the very interests they seek to protect? Why 
the gentleman from Ohio (Mr. Garfield) de- 
clared a few days ago on this floor, that it the 
privates of the opposing armies in the field 
were permitted to come together In peace, 
they would speedily remove alt our troubles; 
and yet he sp ke and voted in favor of taking 
from even the wiv.s and children of the 
Southern masses, who, he asserts, are thus 
willing to return To the Uaion, the last foot 
of soil, and the last crust of bread by which 
life is sustained. With such evidence, 
then, as this, can we justify ourselves 
before God or man if we fail to respond 
to the action of the South in favor of negotia- 
tion, which promises in advance such happy 
results ? Let all grievances, whether fancied 
or real, be considered by candid statesman- 
ship. Let there be safe and unrepeatable 
guarantees adopted against those that are 
found to be real ; and those that are fancied 
will be easily explained away. Five en- 
lightened commissioners from each section, 
imbued with the spirit of Christian benevo- 
lence, animated by an unselfish love of coun- 
try and of their fellow-men, meeting by the 
consent and encouragement of their respect- 
ive authorities, could, and in my solemn and 
deliberate judgment would, in ninety days 
agree upon terms which would be acceptable 
to a large majorily of the American people, 
and by which the Union of these Slates would 
be more firmly established than ever before— 
the live* of millions spared, the hard earn- 
ings of the laborer left for him to enjoy, peacf 
and domestic tranquility restored. I would 
improve the armistice which winter d:- 
clarcs to achieve many bloodless and per- 
manent victories in favor of the Union and 
tbe Constitution. I would not stop there. I 
would extend the armistice as lone as there 
was hope of inducing the return of a single 
8tate. Bat suppose negotiation should fail. 
Then, indeed, would this Administration be 
armed with an argument In favor of war 
which it has never yet possessed. This fact 
is well understood by the Executive and his 
advisers, but they reluse to negotiate because 
they have reason to believe that the Union 
would thus be restored and the war ended. 
But slavery would not thereby be abolished, 
and the scheme of building up a despotic, cen- 
tralizid Federal Government would be defeat- 
ed. The war, therefore, goes on; the young 
men of the nation are swept into their graves 
upon the plain of battle, and the old men be- 
come slaves to the tax-gatherer, not to restore 
the Union but to give a worthless liberty to 
the black man, and to strike down the legal 
rights and privileges of the white man. 

Sir, upon this question cf negotiation, con- 
cession, compromise and union, I appeal for 
approval to my own conscience. It sustains 
me with all vbe force of a burning conviction 
of duty. By it I am lifted beyond the reach 
of partisan malice. I appeal to the people! 
The voice and humane instincts of lonest na- 
ture will plead my cause in their hearts. At 
their hands I fear no evil for the country 
They are just, and will appreciate a plain and 
inherent element of right. I appeal to future 
years. When candor, reason, and Christian- 
ity sit in j udgment on this struggle, every 
line which records the history of war or peace 
In all former ages, tells me that their verdict 
will be in favor of the priaclples which I ad- 
vocate. I seize this hour of future triumph 
by anticipation. That it will come I entertain 
no more doubt than I do that 1 breathe the 
air of lite this moment. I sppea), finally, to 
God before whom I stand, and into whore 
presence we ail hasten to auswer for our con 
duct and our motives. In that awful hour I 
humbly trust and believe that my feeble ef- 
forts to turn aside the devouring edge of the 
sword; to stay the band of the gnat reaper, 
death; to pause in the horrid work of send- 
ing souls to their eternal account without re- 
pentance er pirdon; to stop bereavement, 
woe, and tears around every fireside; to 
brighten the mournful face of the land with 
the radiance of peace; to reconstruct and re 
store a fraternal and harmonious Union, will 
meet with the apprjval of the Father, and go 
far towards relieving the newly liber »ted and 
trembling spirit of the terrois which sur 
round It. 

But, Mr. Chairman, what other declared 
purposes of the Constitution for the accom 
plishment cf which this Governmenment was 
established have been carried out by ihe 
policy and administration of the party no# 
in powei ? Do they promote the general vel 
fart? With the principles of justice every 
where suppressed, the blessing of Uberty 
annihilated throughout all our borders, and 
the domestic iranquiity utterly destroyed, it 
is almost needless to inquire what is left to 
constitute the general welfare. But it is my 
painful duty oh this occasion not only to show 
that the principles of free government are 
dying, rapidly dying before our faces, but that 
the naterial* prosperity, the absolute phys- 
ical resources of the country are perish- 
ing also. The welfare, the strength and 
glory of a nation are dependent in a vast 
mtsAure upon the cz ent of its population 
and the am«unt of its wealth. Ntxttotbe 
virtue and intelligence of the people their 
numbers constitute the power and dignity of 
a State. The ancient commaudmenl and the 
blessing delivered to the original foundeis ol 



the human race was to be fruitful, multiply, 
and replenish the earth. And one of the' 
richest promises to tbe Patriarchs of old was 
thst their tribis and their descendants should 
Increase until they became as tbe leaves of 
the forest and the sands on the sea shore 
Kvnry public ruler who, by wise, political and 
soc.al economy, has rapidly swelled the pop- 
u.ation of his country, holds a place in his- 
tory hs a benefactor of his kind, fcvery hu- 
man being Is a machine of labor. Each head 
and each hand Is a producer. Tbe busy brain 
and tbe active muscle are perpetually adding 
to the storehouses, the granaries and the 
merchant ships of the world. It was a bless- 
ing and not a curse; it was in mercy and "not 
lu wrath that man was commanded to eat his 
bread in the sweat of his face. By obedience 
to this command the glory of civilization 
adorns the earth, and commerce penetrates 
the most distant seas. The fulfillment of this 
decree redeems the savage race of nature 
builds up the great marts of trade, patronizes 
science and letters, erects temples to art and 
progress, and is a forerunner of the Christian 
faith. Labor is tbe fountain of aU weakh 
and of ail happiness. Nations and individ- 
uals are alike utterly and entirely dependent 
upon it for their prosperity. And national 
prosperity is simply tbe result of individual 
labor. The humble and obscure toil of the 
honest plowman, who 

"Homeward plods his weary way" 

at nightfall, is the source of all the nation's 
greatness, the foundation of all its vast enter- 
prises, the support of all its boasted revenue*; 
it is the small spring breaking into ■ rivulet 
from the hill6id*, which flowing on and 
mngling with the other waters of its kindred 
at last swells Into an ocean on whose boson: 
the destinies of the world are determined. 
All the gre«t authors who have written on the 
subject of the wealth ol nations have recog- 
niz;d this as a fundamental truth. Adam 
8mlth embraces it in the first sentence of his 
immortal work. He says: 



'The annual labor of every nation is the fund 
which originally eiipplie* it with all the neceHsa- 
i and conveniences of life, which it annually 
consumes, and which consist always either in tho 
inimcdiateprodnce of that labor, or in what is pur- 
chased with that produce from other nations." 

Locke, in his equally celebrated treatise on 
civil government, is still more explicit and 
clear upon this point. He uses the following 
language, which covers the whole philosophy 
of labor : 

" 'Tls labor, then, whichfputs the greatest part 
of the value upon land, without which it would 
scarce' y be worth anything, Tis to that we owe 
the greatest pait of all its useful products; ror all 
that the straw, bran, bread of that acre of wheat ia 
more worth than the product of an acre or gcxd 
land which lies wasre is all the e ffect of labor. For 
'tis not merely the plowman's puins. the re-aper'g, 
and the thrasher's toil, and the baker's sweat, la to 
be counted into the bread we eat; the labor of 
those who broke the oxen, who digged and 
wrought the Iron and stones, who fellc 1 and framed 
tho timber employed about the plow, mill, oven, or 
any other utensils, which are a vaat number, re- 
quisite to this corn, from Its being seel 
:o be sown, to Its being made bread, must 
all be charged In the account of labor, and 
received as an effect of that : nature and the 
earth Tarnishing only the slmost worthless ma 
terlals as in themselves. 'Twould be a strange 
catalogue of things that Industry provided and 
made use of about every loaf of Dread, before it 
came to our mc, if we could traoe them. From 
wood, leather, barks, timber, stone, brick, coals, 
lime, cloth, dyeing-dings, pitch, tar, masts, ropes, 
and all materials ma4e use of in the ship that 
brought away the commodities made use of by any 
of the workmen, to any part of the work; all 
which 'twould be almost impossible, at least too 
long, to reckon up." 

Sir, aside, then, fromjmotlves of humanity, 
what shall be said of an administrative policy 
which is unnecessarily depopulating the na- 
tion? Every ensanguined field of strife cov- 
ered with the noble and once animated forms 
of American cilia. 'ns, is an irreparable loss to 
the true wealth of the country. When the 
last call for troops which has been made upon 
the laborers of the land, by the Executive, 
shall have been complied with, more than 
two millions of men will have gone to the 
fields of death. In the year 18C0, the number 
of voters in the United States, including all 
the sections, was 4,6(31,193. The States which 
remained faithful to the Union contained, at 
the commencement of this war, about three 
millions. This may fairly be computed as the 
number of laborers in the loyal States three 
y ears ago, for while many who vote are too 
old to work, yet, perhaps an equal number 
are capable of labor who are too young to 
vote. 

It will thus be seen that two-thirds of the 
laboring population of the country have al- 
ready been levied upon by this remorseless 
administration, and drawn away from the 
business ot production. Figures cannot lie, 
and the census tables do not deceive. The 
prosperity of this government oonslata in tha 
labor of Its people. This Is its only capital 
In proportion as the population is diminished 
or diverted from productive pursuits, in the 
same proportion is the general welfare de- 
stroyed. And no nation ever long survived 
the shock which the abstraction of two- 
thirds of its population inflicted upon every 
branch and department of industry. A par- 
alysis will seize every healthful function of 
government. The sap of life will cease to 
ascend, and the green tree will wither and 
die. The fountains will be dried up, and the 
river will cease to flow. Sir, 1 am dealing in 
no imaginary picture. Go to the regions of ag- 
riculture on which all else depend-. You 
will there bear the cry that the laborers are 
few. One man cannot do the work of three; 
and two are gone and but one is left to sow 
the seed and reap the harvest. I have seen 
the wife and the mother tilling the soil in my 
own district; her children following in the 
farrow, and their father away in the army. 

have seen broad fertile acres in the We t 
lying waste and idle for the want of hands 
to place them ia cultivation. How long can 
th's state of things continne ? How long will 
one-third of our ususl produce meet the de- 
mands ot our increased and stupeoduous ex- 
penditures ? How long can diminished pro- 
duction and multiplied taxation go hand in 
hand? How long can you continue to deetroy 
the laborer, and at the same time raise 
a revenue from the products of labor? The 
tendency and speedy result of our present 
career are plain and inevitable. Soon, very 
soon, the fruits of industry will prove inade- 
quate to meet the annual demands of the 
National Treasury, and then the land itseU, 
the farm, the homestead, must be exhausted 
and swept away. Are you ready lor tbis? 
Are you ready lor the 1 ind tax upon uncul- 
tivated fields, ia addition to the tribute 
which we already pay to fanaticism and cor- 
ruption? If you are, then eternal war, vast 
conscriptions, no negotiation, no reunion, no 
peace, will bring with fearful rapidity the 
realization ot all your hopes. But in this 
profligate destruction of human life, and wan- 
ton aud wicked overthrow of the whole nat- 
ural system of American labor, how much 
longer do you expect the toiling millions to 
endure in tilencc? When the curtain first 
rose on the hate ul scene of this civil war, 
the countryjwas mocked with a eaU for sever- 
ty-live thousand men, and our greedy ears 
were saluted from high quarters with tbe 
flittering story that the moon would scarcely 
wax and wane uatil the Government would 
again possess its own. You tell me of states- 
manship; you tell me of hones. y in the pres- 
ent conduct of our disastrous affairs. Sir, 
not a plan laid down in the beginning but 
what has failed, and not a promise made by 
this Administration to the paople but what 
has been broken. The armies cf the rebel- 
lion still stand with a defiant front almost in 
sight of the Capitol; and the hoarse and ter- 
rible demands of a new conscription are new 
going out over the country us fatal to tbe 
peace and happiness of the people as the 
croak of the raven to the life of Duncan. Do 
the few who now riot in the lives and for- 
tunes of the many imagine that they can 
prolong forever the deception which they 
have imposed upon an anxious and trusting 
people 

Bat on this vital question of the rapid de- 
crease of our laboring population, and tbe 
consequent prc6tra'.ion ol the general walfare, 
I will eloubtleas be met by an indignant denial 
from the other side of the chamoer. I sub- 
mit, therefore, the lollowmg extract lrom the 
last message of the President : 



glass and sevthe is to pursue his insatiate 
career ; the flower of our manhood a-e to be 
cat down ; strangers from foreign lands are to 
occupy their vacant seats ; and it is treason 
to attempt to stay this horrid bolocaest of 
human sacrifice by a restoration of the Gov- 
ernment upon the principles which were eatii 
fjc oryto Waehineton! The rtb:l chief at 
Richmond, who rnak. s open war against the 
Union, and the Executive here who does not 
make war for it, and who would not accept its 
restoration today on the anoient doctrines 
of tbe Constitution, are engaged by conscrip- 
tion, force and violence in hurl og againg t each 
other the unwilling and peaceful populations 
of every section ; b'eeding, palpitating and 
mangled ; to struggle, to combat and to die, 
nte the gladiators in the amohltheater ol 
Kome, butche red to make a Rom in hoi - 
day These are facts which will not escape 
history, and yet, the consent of the gov- 
erned is the Just measure of power wbfch a 
public ruler can exorcise in a free govern- 
nient, and we fondly imigiae that we s.Ul are 
tree ! 

But in immediate alllancs with the ques- 
tion of population arises the consideration of 
the amount of burtheu which is to be borne 
While looking on the one band in sadness and 
grief at the depletion and destitution of the 
laboring masses, we are compelled to turn 
and gazj wl'h apprehension and terro.- at the 
frightful proportions and increasing magni- 
tude of our public indebtedness. As the abU- 
i'y of the people to meet taxation becomes 
each day more feeble, the demands upon their 
toil and tbeir resources accumulate with ap- 
palling velocity. I shall deal in cold and 
steady figures. What I assert upon ae sub- 
ject of the national debt I stand prepared to 
make good, as time, the test oi truth, has 
done for me heretofore, Oa the 21st day of

"It is safe, then, to conclude that the year that Is 
to oome, and on which we are jn«t entering— taV 
second year of the war— will swell the indebted- 
ness of this Government to the alarmine sum of 
♦4,000,000,000" 

The fierce clamor wbich broke upon my 
head here aud elsewhere for that statement 
will not be easily forgotten. I was honored 
by an rftlcial contradiction from the Secretary 
of the Treasury himself, produced on this floor 
by the gentleman from Massachusetts [Mr. 
Dawes], Then came the indignant outcries of 
injured patriotism from the throats of that ve- 
nal and e lavish class who earn the favor of 
princes, and purchase the privileges of plun- 
der by echoing the words ot their master. 
But I appealed to time for my vindication, 
and now here again to-day I challenge my ac- 
cusers to the issue. 

Oa tbe 6ih day of March, 1863, when 
the Thirty-seventh Congress adjourned, less 
than one year from the date of my esti- 
mate, the appropriations of money from 
the Federal Treasury, in the payment of 
the public expenditures, stood as follows :

It will thus be seen that la less than the 
time bv me specified in my speech of M*y 
2lst, 1862, that, same Congress, of which I 
was then a member, appropriated 1128 309,- 
300 more than even I predicted wonld be con- 
sumed by our alarming rate of expense. Re- 
ports may be written by able and skillful 
pens, and speeches may be made by elrquent 
and plausible tongues, in order to disguise 
these figures and delude the people still lur- 
ther to their ruin, but the murder of the na- 
'on's welfare at last will out, and bankruptcy, 
ike an uneasy and troubled ghost, with its 
shrivelled face and skeleton fingers, w.ii come 
to pjague and torment the faitbK b3 murderers, 
"t may be an unwelcome task to portray these 
facts now, but the hour is fast approaching in 
which the sons and daughters of honest toil 
will lay bitter maledictions on the au'hors of 
this oppression, and thank those who have 
pointed out their danger. 

Ia the report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury submitted at the opening'of the present 
session of Congress, we dud his estimate for 
the fiscal year endmg June 30 .h, 1SC4, or the 
expenses of the Government amounting to 
♦1,099,731,960. It is true that he amuses the 
country by a conjecture that a considerable 
portion of that sum will not be expended at 
the close of the fiscal year. He asks that i 
may all be appropriated, but gently intimates 
that some of it mav remain ia bis naods, not 
paid out oa the 30th June, 1864. Bat inas- 
much as we have already at this session passed 
deficiency bills over and above his estimates 
to the extent of more than a hundred millions 
of dollars, I must decline making any calcu- 
lation upon any* lower bisis than the full 
amount of his own figures. Thea tafcine the

Pause for a mo- 
ment, ye sweating tax-payers, and compre- 
hend if you can the weight ot this load. I 
pause with you, for my bean is now at home 
clinging to the scenes of intellige 
ry which I represent her.-, and which I 
to save from desolation.

Four brief but terrible years ander the pres- 
ent Administration will bave consumed mora 
than three times as much of the wealth , the 
labor, the taxes of ihe people as every other 
Administration of the Government put to- 
gether from Wssbirgton to James Buchanan! 
Do yon still say, in view of this startling fact, 
that there is no necessity for a change in oar 
policy and in our rulers in order to save na 
from utter overthrow? Are yon stiU content 
that this rate ot expenditure shall continne? 
How long can it continue? Bv the statistic* 
furnished in the cersus of 1860, the value of 
the real and personal property of the entire 
United States, before war and destruction had 
assailed it, was ♦12.084,6ijO,0O5. Even admit- 
ting that it possesses the same value to day. 
vet the debt is one-third of the whole amount! 
Bat every one will acknowledge that aa as- 
sessment ot the vaule of the property through- 
out the United States now wou'd not show- 
more than two thirds of its former va 
This would be about ♦8,000,000,000. Of _ 
sum the public deb', in a tew ' months, wUl 
be more than one-half. Hslf the ?r*in :n the 
field; half the hcrees In their staUs; half the 
cattle in the pastures; half the bo?s in the 
pens; hilf the land i'self, every other acre 
will stand mortgaged for tha payment of a 
four years' dreadful experiment in the use of 
the sword, and the sword alone, in attemp' ; n2 
a restoration of the Union. And even now, 9 
over the land, the excisemen and tax gather- 
ers are swarmirg to enforce the foreclosure 
of tbls crushing and relentless mortgage. It ' 
U held by creditors who have iron hearts. 
There will bo no grace given; no equity of re- 
demption. Abolitionism is 
holder; j 
balance. 

But allow me to make an application of thl« 

debt to that great State— a portion of wbos* 
people I represent on this fl oor. The asn rased 
value of all tbe real and personal prooertv of 
the people ot Indiana in 1560 was »41l 042,- 
424. The proportion o* tbe Federal' debt 
wbich will ara^-h 'o that State June 30 1865 
will be r>85 980.519. It will therefore bs 
seen that if three fourths of everytlice which 
the citizens and property-holders of Indiana. 
poss<»«* was put up at auction and sold ac- 
coriicg to the appraNemn^t of tbe census re- 
port, it would btrely suffica to n»«et the de- 
minds which the Federal Gove n meat la 
making upon tbe wealth and industry of that 
State. I am aware that all this will fall Idly 
upon the ears of those who are prolonging 
this war from motives of despotism and oa- 
hadowed gain; but I sprak today for tho 
farmer aud tbe mechanic— for the laborer 
whose heart is fl'led w.th unselfish patriotism, 
and whose bands are unstained by plunder. 
I ca'l upon that class to carefully estimate 
these burthens, for oa their weary shoulders 
they are to be borne. 

But again. I will be met here by the fact 
that the payment of th ; principal of the public 
debt will be postponed lrom one gene-ation to 
another, and that like tho people of England 
we will only be c tiled upon for its interest. 
Taking ev«n that unworthy view ot the ques- 
tion, le t us see what will be the inevitable 
anunil demands upon American labor in order 
to avoid open and acknowledged bankruptcy. 
Tbi9 estimate I make upon the basis of peace, 
after this war shall hav- closed, and tbe ut- 
most reduction made consistent with our alter- 
ed condition. I

"I again submit to your consideration the expe- 
dient of establishing a system for the encourage- 
ment oi immigration. Although this source of 
national wea.th and strength is again flowing with 
greater freedom than for seve al years before the 
insurreci ion occurred, there is still a great defi- 
ciency in every Meld of industry, especially in agri- 
culture, and in our mines, as well of iron as the 
precious metals. While the demand for labor la 
thus increased here, tens of thousands of persons 
destitute of remunerative occupation are thronging 
our foreign consulates, and offering to emigrate to 
the United States, if essential but very cheap as- 
sistance can be afforded them." 

I am a friend to the foreigner— to the 
stranger who teeks our shores to enjoy liber- 
ty, or to increase his stores. 1 stocd by him 
wnen the Executive and his chief supporters 
took the midnight oath to disfranchise him 
because of his religious faith, and oppressed 
him in all our borders. I welcome him now 
witn a warm aid extended hand to the < qual 
enjoyment of all that remains of our cluttered 
and defaced institutions. But with wnal sor- 
rowful emotions will the people of this otca 
proud land listen to the voice of America 
pleading with the pcpalatlons of Europe, and 
effering them pecuaiary inducements to come-, 
and take the places of our lo-t and 
dead-to fill the empty chairs a>ou <d 
bereaved firesides— to supply the demands 
which war and death have mule In 
the com-fieldH aud at harvest time! And 
yet, the destroying angel Is to continne to 
hover in erery bSflK, the fiurce spirit of the

From this amount must be deducted the 
actual receipts from every souree of revenue 
during the years of 1862 and 1863, and the es- 
timated receipts for the years of 1864 and 
1865. Allowing that the estimates of the Sec- 
retary will prove correct in the future, wbich 
is exceedingly charitable In view ot the past, 
and we find that these receipts will amount in 
all to ♦519,643,155. Subtract this » mount 
lrom the above sum, and we bave left ♦3,800, 
213.093. To this again, however, must be 
added, at the lowest calculation, one hundred 
and titty millions to cover ihe claims of Stat- s 
for advances to the Federal Government, and 
the- claims of citizens for the destruction 
of their property by the inevitable opera- 
tions of war.

Sir, in this calculation I have strained noth- 
ing in order to swell the amount. Far other- 
wise. I would gladly diminish it if in my 
power. I have simply taken the amounts ap- 
propriated by a former Congress, and added 
the amounts which the 8-.cretary ot the Treas- 
ury asks shall be appropriated for the years 
of 1864 aud 1865. I aseuma, aud most safely 
I think in view of the past, that all the mon> y 
thua appropriated by Congress for speciiieu 
objects will be spent. This is ill, aud you 
benold the appalling resuK I do uol stop to 
tike an account of State debts, which count 
by hundreds of millions. I pass by the d'bts 
of counties, cities, towns, and various corp 
rations, all of which are a direct tax upon the 
people. I simply compute the Federal in 
debtedness, aud you have these frightful 
figures. 

Sir, this debt now inevitably fastened upon 
the American people, has no parallel in 
tbe history of n .lions. Its like Is noknown 
in the annals of mankind. It stands alone in 
its career of devastation. The power of lan- 
guage cannot exaggerate it as an agent of de- 
struction. More than four thousand millions 
of dollars ! The debt of E agland, which is 
now a permanent curse, is less. Yet, since 
1829, no British statesman has thought for an 
instant that it would ever be finally paid. I 
commenced accruing in small proportions 
during the reign of Charles II— two hundred 
years ago. Succeeding wars rapidly increas 
ed it, and b filed all the wisdom and resources 
of the English people, in their long and faith- 
ful efforts to accomplish its payment. They 
pay the interest and bequeath tBe priucipal, 
with all its crushing weight, to each succeed 
ing generation. And even this burthen on 
the labor of England is so great and so per- 
petual, that one-eighth of her citizens are in 
mates of the poor-house, and almost anotbt r 
eighth have been driven by want from their 
native land. We are to treed ia the same 
blighted pathway, groaning wearily under a 
stl 1 heavier loan — the cursed fruits of a sec- 
tional party, and fiaancltl corruption. We 
look out upon the field of the future. It lies 
dismal and eudleis before us. There is no 
land of rest in the dittinee for tbe tired tax 
payer.

Every one of the abov» items Is put mack 
lower than I candidly believe it will be, but 
even at these rates we find that each year of 
the darkened future, the Treasury Department 
will reach forth the hungry hand of revenue 
and seize npon the fruits of industry to the 
extent of four hundred aod forty-one millions, 
six hundred aud twelve thousand, seven hun- 
dred aud eighty five dollars. And tbe pay- 
meat of this vast mi. u leaves us as much la 
debt as before, for it pays not a dollar of the 
enormous principal. It is simolv what must 
be annually paid lo pre vent instant repudia- 
tion. It constitutes the current expjnses by 
which alooe tbe Government is enabled te» 
Uve from d y today. 

How, then, is this annual sum to bs raised 
by the peopls? Taxes mnst be pali out of 
the earnings of the people, an I mm by tbe 
sale of their original possessions. O-herwUe 
taxation becomes confiscation, and soon tbe 
cW.z n would have nel her the means to sap- 
ply revenue or to support life. If whattae 
laborer earns over and above his own liveli- 
hood is not snfllcient to meet thecliims cf the 
tax-gatherer, then sal s commence by which 
the Government sooner or later will become 
the sole owner of all the estate of its inhabit- 
ants. For annual payments you must have 
annual earnings. The above annual sum must 
be paid by a corresponding annual surplus 
earning in the hands ot the people, after al- 
lowing them to supply their own wants and 
necessities. 

Now let us turn to an estimate of annual 
earnings. The State valuations for taxable 
purposes in 1850 to 1860, according to an esti- 
mate m»de ly th • flaancUl editor of Hunt's 
Merchants' M'tgazine, furnish us the I 
annual earnings ot the following f 
period of ten years, as tollowt:

THE TRIAL OF THOMAS WOOD- 
WARD FOR KILLING CHRIS- 
TOPHER BAKER. 



The Testimony in Full. 

In the Democrat of Tuesday we made brief 
mention of the killing ot Christopher Baker, 
at the corner of Fulton and Campbell streets, 
by Thomas Woodward. The accused had a 
preliminary ex iminatioa before Judge Johns- 
ton yesterday morning. There was consider- 
able interest manifested by the friends of the 
par.ies, talented counsel being employed on 
both sides, and b'.low wc give the testimony 
in full, as elicited before the Police Court 

Tte witnesses for the Commonwealth were 
called, and, at the request of the defense, were 
separated. The attorneys fcr the prosecution 
then made a motion to have all tho witnesses 
for the defense excluded from the court room, 
which motion was overruled. On Tuesday 
some witnesses were recognized for the Com- 
monwealth and were in court this morning, 
but were not called. The attorneys for the 
Commonwealth moved to force the prosecu- 
tion to extniine the witnesses who were re- 
cogtilzsd on Tuesday. The motion was over- 
ruled. 

J, C. G'Jl called— On Monday morning last, 
about twelve o'clock, I held an ^-"^ 
the body of the deepen near the* corner of 
Fulton end Campbell streets. I found the 
body lying by the side of a fence. Upon ex- 
amining the body Ii found four wounds— all 
stabs. One was on the left side just under 
the arm pit, and a little to the rear, which 
wound was a large one, havirg the appearance 
of having been made with a large knife. Thin 
wound was about one inch and a half long 
and very deep, which wound, Ithirk, was suf- 
ficient to cause death. The wound had the 
appearance of having been struck in the back, 
Soit.g directly in. Another wound was jnat be- 
low th first one. This wound was about the 
same size of the other, and penetrated the 
cavity. Another was just below the second. 
The wounds were about four inches apart and 
almost on a line. The entrai's protruded from 
the third wound. Another wound was in the 
thigh on the front, rather to the risht side. 
This last wound would not have caused death. 
Do not know whether there was any wound 
upon the hansi or not, as I did not examine 
carefully. Saw blond on one of the hands 
the right I think. I examined the body of the 
deceased and found no weapons on him. He 
had in- his coat pocket a calking iron. Oaly 
two witnesses were examined before the cor- 
oner's jury. The deceased was a caulker, and 
at the time was working ter Mr. Gunsen- 
hanser near by. The coroner was informed 
that the deceased had in hi3 hand at the time 
he was killed a calking Iron which was smaller 
than the one found in his pocket. 

Jlu bara Myert called— I reside on Campbell 
street, ntur the corner of Fulton; I wae 
not acquainted with the deceased; know the 
accused; I went to the pump to get a bucket 
of water Manday morning; saw the driver of 
a bser wagon jump on the wagon and drive 
off; saw deceased and accused together, the 
latter having something in his hand which 
looked like a knife, which he had raised; I 
got behind the fence, being badly frightened; 
when I looked out saw accused, who looked 
very pale and fell to the ground; when 1 first 
saw the accused and deceased they were on 
the pavement; when 1 next saw them tho 
parties were in the street near the curbstone- 
I was so frightened that I did not see any of 
the difficulty. 

WUUmm L'e'ph called— I reside on Campbell 
strett, between Heargrass and Elm; I am go- 
ing on 10; I live about a square and a half 
from the corner of Fulton; I know accused, 
bu'. was not acquainted with deceased; en 
Monday morniug I saw deceased fighting with 
auother man, who jumped on his wagon and 
drove off; I then saw accused catch deceased 
by the hnud, pull him on the pavement, and 
cut him twice with a large knife, when de- 
ceased fell over a bench into the street; I 
then went around the corner, being Jrifftot- 
ened, the accused and deceased still being 
together; two boys, William Connelly and 
Henry Faust, were with me at the time; did 
not see deceased strike or do anything to ac- 
cused; at the time I first saw the diffi- 
culty I was about one half square 
away, but went up towards where 
the parties were; a number of the windows 
in accused's saloon were broken; at the time 
accused came out of the honse and jerked de- 
ceased into the street, deceased turved to- 
wards accused and raised his hand; accused 
then caught deceased by the hand and cut 
him; deceased had in his hand at the time he 
raised it a calking chisel; the accused drew 
his knife from a case hy his side. 

William Connelly called — I nm fourteen ye.ira 
of age and reside on Campbell street; am ac- 
quainted with the accused, but did not know 
tne deceased; saw the difficulty between the 
parties; I heard some one breaking windows 
m house of accused; saw deceased and a dri- 
ver of a beer wagon come out from the bar- 
room; they had a difficulty, alter which the 
driver of the wagon jumped on his wagon and 
drove off; accused then came out.ca ight hold 
of deceased, pulled him on the pavement and 
•tabed bim three times; at the time accused 
went to deceased I saw the latter put his hand 
into hit breast pocket as if he intended to 
draw ecmcthing; accused then caught hold of 
deceased, threw him over a bench face down- 
ward, drew his knife and cut him three time?; ; 
did not hear ar.y words pass between the r At . 
ties; did not see deceased strike accused A u t 
he had in bis hand a calking chisel. 

Henry FauAt called — Was acquainted with 
neither the accused or the defend ^mt- j saw 
deceased come out of tho barroom a fter the 
driver of the wagon, when the. latter struck 
the torraer, jumped on hi'. '-, a gon and drove 
off; accuse 1 came out, seized hold of deceased, 
threw him over a bench 4na struck him sev- 
eral times with a bowl . knife; at the time the 
accused drew his K uifc the deceased drew 
back as if to str^e the accused; after the de- 
ceased w»s 'injw over the bench, face 
downwar d, accused 6tabbed him some four 
times; d id not hear any words pws between 
the p irt ie*. <Upon a cross-examination this 
witness was somewhat embarrassed, but in the 
main ia ;ta did not contradict himself.) 

Jame\ JMsftjjf valltd—l am tea years of age 
and re aide on Campbell street; on last Mon- 
day rooming I Baw accused kill deceased with 
a kr ife. (Owing to his yovth the testimony of 
the ooy was ruled out bv the Judge.) 

7 a, . i Hardin callel—1 reside on the river 
j jet above Clay street; was not acquainted 
with the deceased ; saw the difficulty between 
the parties; saw the accused pushing the de- 
ceased and saw them fall together, after which 
I saw no more, being some sixty yards olf 
chopping wood.

The Big Qrey Eagle, in charge of Capt. narry 
vcDougal. one of the most popular boatmen on 
the river-, will leave for Memphis and New Orlean* 
next Saturday evening. 

The Havana will leave for Cairo and St. Louis 
to-day. 

The Btg Grey Eagle, we learn, has been turned 
overto her new owners, and will leave on Satur- 
day Tor New Orleans. The price paid for her was 
^,000 cash. Owing to this fact the Star Grey 
Kagle left for Henderson yesterday in place of the 
Big (Jrey Eagle. 

There was nothing of Interest transpiring on 
the wharf yesterday. 

The rumors of the loss of the steamer War Eagle 
in the Ohio are reduced, hy the arrival at St. Louis 
of her pilot, engineer, and cabin crew, to the fol- 
lowing statement: On Thursday last the boat 
grounded three miles below Mount Vernon, Ind., 
while on her way to Naahvlllc with a cargo for the 
government, taken on at Cincinnati, Louisville, 
and New Albany, and consisting of 3,500 barrels 
of flour, 5,000 boxes of hard army bread, and 1,7JCD 
:ka of corn. The river was falling so rapidly 
at the time that nil efforts to get her off proved 
fruitless, and on yesterday she- was entirely dry at 
the bow, and had but a few inches of water astern. 
She lies straight, and oan be floated off on the first 
rise without injury. Two hundred and twenty 
five tons of the freight the Captain caused to be 
removed to the bank, where it was securely cov- 
ered up, and the remainder was left on board. 

The upward tendency of everything iucluding 
labor, is clearly seen on the levee, in the great 
scarcity of laborers, and deck hands are ask- 
ing $«0 per month, and some boats have not been 
able to obtain crews at that.

A 
large gold eagle, which is being made in Philadel- 
phia, will be placed on the top of the pilot house* 

We learn that there is a considerable body of 
snow on the Upper Mississippi, and that in eomr 
localities it is 30 inches deep. This looks as If we 
would kave some water this spring. 

The Pembina was ice bound at Davenport three 
days, and of course proceeded no higher. The 
Ice has since all run out. She came over the rap 
ids easily, drawing forty inches. River falling 
from Davenport all the way down.

Tbe bumblect mind in the land 
will praf p tbe fatal result upon which we are 
bftftiniDg. But some superficial observer, 
intendlrir too to further deceive the popular

swer to this portion of my remarks. Money 
is flowing in boundless profusion. Unnatural 
prices are paid for cvcty thing. A meretric- 
ious splendor hails us upon tbe streets, at the 
rout, the assembly, and tbe theater. The na- 
tion seems fattening on blood and carnage. 
But tbis high feverish flush which we every 
where behold is not the genial warmth of 
health It is the fierce hectic glow of a swift 
corsnmptioc. It is tbe herald of death, and 
points to the tomb. What we call money is 
not money, and the mcst gorgeous wealth has 
no value, because It is a prey to the monster 
debt. Frenchmen, more than a hundred 
years ago, dreamed of a fabulous fountain of 
prosperity, and located It in tbe valley of tbe 
Mississippi. The credit of the Mississippi 
ccmpsny became the basis of an illimitable 
pf per currencv. and both the king and people 
of France briled John Law, its founder, as the 
deliverer of tbeir kingdom. It was treason 
to dcubt the infallibility of h's gigantic 
(scheme of human credulity and folly, as it !s 
now to doubt the wisdom and final success of 
our own financiil department. 

Bancroft, tbe historian, well portrays our 
own unheppy situation in describing this great 
dilusion of the French: 

"A eoTernment.'* he says, 'wblrh had almost ab 
*olnte power of legislation, conspired to give tbe 
wid<*st extension to what was called credit. Law 
roicht have repulated at hie pleasure the interest 
of nionev. the value of stocks and the price of la- 
bor and produce. The contest between paper and 
specie began to rage — tbe one buoyed up by despot 
ic power, the other appealing to common sense

New York, March 30. 
The New York customhouse Investigation 
has developed an extensive trade between 

Sanies in the North and tbe rebel agent at 
LaUmoras. Arrests have been made. 
A letter dated olT Sunt Mirks, Florida, 
17th, says the Uaioni6ts of central Florida 
have organized themselves in camp, and com- 
menced operations against the rebel6 by a raid 
upon their salt srork* and capturing a rebel 
tax collector. They had a fight with two reg- 
iments of rebel cavalry, beating them hand- 
somely, and capturing ten prisoners. They 
lttely captured three army wagons, thirty 
mules, ten hor~es, one hundred and fifty con- 
trabands, and destroyed and captured * Hr«-e 
amount of rebel subsistence. Tnese Union 
men only ask arms and ammunition from the 
Government. 

Major Alex. 8. Hill, of the Nineteenth regi- 
ment, Corp* (TAfrique, has been sentenced to 
degradation from his rank in the presence of 
his troops, and confinement at Dry Tortngas 
one year. Gen. Backs, approving the sentence, 
says the offense, an attempt to effect violence 
and advantages over powerless women, is 
disgraceful to himself and criminal in the eyes 
of God, nun, and the country, and does not 
wish in its service men who so disgrace the 
unilorm they wear. 

New York, March 29. 

Hilton Head advices of the 24 th mention an 
attack made by the rebels on Jenkins* Island 
with a flotilla of boats, but their plan was 
frustratec by our picket-boats, who fired into 

them. 

PiUka, Fiorida, has been occupied by a 
small detachment of our forces, and a small 
steamer came to the Sumter, which was cap- 
tured there.

The Town in 
mated at if 150,000 

fCorreapondeDce of ihe Louii?ville Democrat ] 
New Libektv, Owes County, Ky., I 
March 29, 1804. , 
Editor*: One of the most destructive 
confligrations that has ever falleu to our lot 
to witness In a town of its size occurred in 
this place oh yesterday. The alarm of lire 
was given about twelve o'clock m., and In 
less than three hours the entire business 
portion of the town was in ashes. The town 
of New Liberty was very compictly built 
on Main street, which comprises all the bust 
ness houses, principal residences and public 
houbes — all brick structure*, except two. 
E ghteen families have been rendered house- 
less and penniless. In almost every instance 
all their worldly possessions were embraced 
in their houses and contents — very fear raving 
acythintc beyond the clothes on their persons 
—but have been kindly received in the homes 
of the farmers in the immediate vicinity 
for the present, until more substantial relief 
can be extended them by a generous public. 
We hive not known of a calamity to a portion 
of our fellow- citizens that calls more loudly 
for public relief than this, and .we feel an as- 
surance that you will present through the me- 
dium of your excellent paper this appeal to a 
generous publ.c for relief to a distressed com- 
inunity. The citizens of the county hold a pub- 
lic meeting next Saturdiy to devise ways and 
means for relief, wben a committee will be ap- 
pointed to receive such contributions as agent r 
ous people may offer, and we flatter curselv.s 
[hat the citizens of L^u-Bvills will reiriry re- 
spond to this appeal for relief In their accustom- 
ed manner. A like appeal will also ba made cn 
the citizens of Cincinnati, which city, in com- 
mon with Louisville, has for many years 
realized a large trade from Liberty and Owen 
county. 

The estimated loss la not less than one bun 

dred and fifty thousand dollars. The female 
academy, a Buperb structure, was entirely de- 
stroyed. But for the timely and indefatigable 
exertions of the men of Captain Kelly's com- 
mand, of the Fortieth regiment of Kentucky 
mounted infantry, Company I, who were 
camped near town, the loes would have 
much greater.
